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SENATOR WORKS INTRODUCES BILL 
IN FAVOR OF CLEAN JOURNALISM 


ASHINGTON— In the closing days of Chntiees Senator Works of Cali- 

fornia introduced a bill in the Senate making it unlawful to publish 
details of crimes and accidents in the District of Columbia. It was re- 
ferred to a committee and is likely to receive serious consideration at the 
regular session, it is said by those in favor of some such legislation. The 
bill“is as follows: 

“Section 1. That it shall be unlawful for any person, corporation, or 
association to print or publish in any newspaper or other publication in the 
District of Columbia, an account of any murder, or alleged murder, or any 
other actual or alleged crime, suicide, or other accident,.injury or tragedy

Any person, corporation or association who shal. violate any 
of the provisions of this act shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and shall be 
fined not less than $500, nor more than $5000, to which may be added im- 
prisonment in the district jail or workhouse for not exceeding one year.”
